Thessalonica, where Sabbath after) 
Sabbath they proved from the Scrip- 
tures that Jesus of Nazareth is the 
Christ, the promised Messiah of Ista- 
el, and that, according to the Scriptures, 
it was necessary for Him to suffer and 
to rise ugain from the dead. ‘he Lord 
Jesus Himself after He rose from the 
dead pursued this very plan and from | 
Moses and all the prophets expounded 
in all the Scriptues the things concern- 
ing Himself, showing that all the! 
things which are written therein con- | 
cerning Him must needs be fulfilled | 
(Luke xxiv, 27, 4446) The good | 
news concerning Jesus Christ took | 
hold of them in the power of the Spirit, 
for they reveived the message as it is 
indeed, the word of God and not of 
man, and from them it sounded out , 
through all Macedonia and Achaia and 
elsewhere (1 ‘hess. 1, 5, 8; fi, 18). How 
simple and yet how full the statement 
concerning them, “Ye turned to God, 
from idols to serve the living and true 
God and to wait for His Son from 
heaven, whom He raised from the 
dead, even Jesus, who delivered us | 
from the wrath to come” (1 Thess, 4, 9, 
10), Here we have the threefold sal- 
vation most clearly stated, saved by 
His sacrifice when we come to God by 
Him, then in all the daily life living 
unto Him, serving Him, and all the 
time waiting for and expecting the re- 
turn of Christ from heaven (1 Thess. | 

fv, 16-18), 

There were many who believed and 
continued to give heed to the teaching 
of Paul and Silas, but there were 
Jews who believed not and, being 
tilled with envy and instigated by the 
creat adversary, set all the city in an 
uproar, accusing these men of turning 
‘the world upside down by proclaiming 
as king one Jesus, The world is tn- 
deed upside down and all wrong, and 
notwithstunding the boasted progress 
of the day the whole world still lieth 
in the wicked one (1 John v, 19, R. Vv), 
and God has said, “I will overturn, 
overturn, overturn, unt’ He come 
whose right it is, and | will give it 
Him" (Ezek. xxi, 27). There is only 
one who is capable of making all wrong 
things right on this long sip cursed 
earth, and He is the King who shall 
reign in righteousness and shall bring 
pees “QewNRpaietuess’ on the” whble 
eurth, for He shall be King of kings 
and Lord of lords, and all kings and 
all nations sha!l serve Him (Isa, xxxii, 
1, 17; Rev. xix, 16; Ps. Ixxil, 11), Ac- 
cording to our Lord's command, 
“When they persecute you in this city, 
flee ye tO another” (Matt, x, 23), Paul 
and Silas passed on to Berea and there 
pursued the same course, opening to 
them the same Scriptures concerning 
the same Jesus, Here also many men 
and women believed and received the 
word readily and thus brought joy to 
themselves, the joy and peace watch 
come by believing (Rom. xv, 13), but 
they also were a comfort to the Lord 
Himself, for when on earth in His 
humiliation He said to His Father in 
Heaven, “I have given unto them the 
words which Thou gavest me, and 
they have received them" (John xvii, 
8). Let us remember that whenever 
we receive [is word meekly and as 
the very word of God we please Him. 

There was at least one point in 
which the Bereans excelled, and that 
was fn their searching the Scriptures 
daily, that they might see for them- 
selves the things which Paul taught 
and believe them, not because Paul 
taught them, but because God Him- 
self had told them in His word, The 
only way to be established is to be- 
lieve God, believe what He says to vs 
in [is word, accepting it as if He haa 
spoken it to us directly by a voice 
from heaven, Then when we can say, 
as did the people of Samaria, “We 
have heard Him ourselves,” we shall 
not be tossed about by every wind of 
doctrine (Joun iv, 42; 11 Chron, xx, 20; 
Isa. vil, 9. The majority of chureb- 
goers are too prone to betieve what 
the vreacher says instead of doing as 
the Bereans did, and therefore so few 
seem to be establissied. They also ask, 
“HIow do we know what to believe 
when different teachers teach so dif- 
ferenuy?'’ The answer is in Isa, vill, 
20. kh. V., "To the law and to the testi- 
mony, if they speak not according to 
this work it is because there is no 
morning for them.” 

The Scriptures are the only infallible 
guide, and our Lord said that when 
people err it is because they know not 
the Scriptures nor the power of God, 
The professed messengers of God will, 
if they are true messengers, carry only 
the Lord's message; otherwise they 
are prophets of the deceit of their own 
hearts, and the Lord never sent them 
(Jer, xxill, 21-29). The devil does cer- 
tainly bate the word of God, und so he 
stirred his followers at Thessalonica to 
go to Berea and oppose the servants 
f the Lord there, This resulted in 
Paul going on to Athens, while Silas 
and Timothy abode for a time at Be- 
rea until Pant sent for them to come 
to him with all speed, ‘The devil's 
hatred of God and His word ts very 
manifest from Gen, fi, 2, 4, onward, 
ond I have no hesitation in saying that 
nll opposition to and destructive criti- | 


tism of the word of God today are

MONG the enemies which the 
furmer has to combat perhaps 
none are more troublesoine 
than insects, Nothing is more 

aggravating than to have a promising 


| crop of fruit or grain attacked by a 


horde of “bugs” and greatly injured 
if not entirely ruined. 
Insects, like weeds, are very difficult 


| to deal with if you go at them one at 


a time, but if properly managed they 
can be easily held in check, From 
the standpoint of the damage they do, 
insects may be divided into two 
vlasses—those which attack field crops 
and those which are injurious to fruit 
avd garden crops, 

me uc & number ofr 
which attack corn, While these are 
seldom present in large enough num- 
bers to destroy any considerable part 
of the entire crop, the money value 
of the damage they inflict on the corn 
grown on a quarter section each year 
amounts to no small sum. 

One of the most important of these 
pests is the corn root worm, The 
eggs, Which are laid in the cornfield 
during August or September, hatch 
during the next June or July. The 
worms when full grown are about 
one-third of an inch long and as big 
around as a pin, They bore up incide 
the roots, injuring them so badly tha 
the growth of the plunt is seriously 
checked, Often, too, the roots are so 
weakened that the corn blows down 
badly, Some time during August the 
worm goes through a transformation 
called pupation, which changes it inte 
a small light green beetle. This bee- 
tle feeds on the silks and tips of ears 
and Inys eggs for the next year’s crop 
of worms, 

Another Insect which lives on the 
roots of corn is the root louse. These 
lice are very small and helpless. They 
are kept through the winter in the 
egg stage in ant huls. In thé spring 
after they hatch they are placed on 
the corn roots by the ants. * The ants 
are very fond of a sweet fluid which 
is secreted by the lice, and they take 
care of them for this purpose. 

Other insects which do more or less 
damage to the corn crop are the stalk 
borer, wireworm, white grub, bill bug, 
cutworm, ete, These insects live and 
multiply in grass land and from there 


find their way into the adjoining corn- ' 


fields, They do the greatest damage, 
however, when the grass fand is 
plowed up and put into corn, 

The damage from nearly all insects 
affecting corn, small grain or grass 
can be readily prevented by a good 
system of rotation, This is especially 
true if clover is used, since such in- 
sects as cutworms und grubs do not 
work to any extent on clover. The 
frequent plowing of the ground and 
change of crops where a rotation ts fol- 
lowed are fatal to most insects, Dam- 
age from these pests will be still fur: 
ther reduced if the soil is kept su well 
supplied with plant food that the 
plants can get a quick start in the 
spring, ‘reated in this way, they are 
more vigorous and better able to with- 
stand insect attacks, 

These remedies, with the exception 
of the last, cannot be applied to or

chard and garden crops, since these 

niust be grown on the same land year 

after year, lor the insects affecting 

these crops spraying is the best rem- 

edy. 

The principal insect that attacks the 
apple is the codling moth, These in- 
sects pass the winter in a ball of silk, 
or cocoon, whieh they spin around 
themselves, ‘These cocoons are hidden 
beneath the bark and under rubbish 
Such as happen to escape the hungry 
search of woodpeckers aud other birds 
change to the pupa stage in the spring. 
In this stage changes take place tn- 
side the body of the worm which so 
transform it that early in June it 
comes out of the cocoon as a small 
brown moth, 

These moths lay great numbers of 
éegs, which hateh into small worms. 
These worms eat their way {nto the 
apple through the blossom end, The 
apples thus affected usually fall off, 
and in a short time the worms crawl 
out and again spin cocoons around 
themselves, The life ecyele is lived 


over ugain, aud a second brood of the 
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moths appears about the middle of 


July. It is this brood which does the 
most damage, It is the worms which 
hatch from the eggs laid by them that 
tire so often found in fall and winter 
apples, 

Many polsons, of which paris green 
{s the one most commonly used, are 
effective iv destroying the codling 
moth. Paris green is usually used in 
vonnection with bordeaux mixture, 
which is a remedy for the various fun- 
vous diseases which affect the leaves 
and fruit. 

To make this mixture dissolve five 
pounds of copper sulphate and five 
pounds of lime separately in twenty- 
five gallons of water each. When they 
are thoroughly dissolved mix the two 
solutions and add four ounces of paris 
green. The lime in this solution is 
ndded to prevent the chemicals from 
injuring the leaves and to make the 
mixture stick better. 

Three sprayings are sufficient for the 
codling moth. The first should be giv- 
en immediately after the blossoms 
fall, the second from ten to twenty 
days later and the third about the last 
of July. 

One of the chief insect enemies of 
the plum and one which also attacks 
many of the other fruits is the curcu-

No. The curculio beetle lays its eggs 
in the young fruit shortly after it sets. 
In doing so it leaves a half moon 
shaped scar, which is its trademark. 
One of the surest ways of getting rid 
of this insect is to jar the beetles 
from the tree at this time, 

Spraying is also an effective remedy. 
The bordenaux-paris green mixture 
may be used, but arsenate of lead is 
better, since it is less liable to injure 
the leavess It ds applied at the rate of 
three pounds to fifty gallons of water. 
The spray should be applied just be- 
fore the blossoms open, just after they 
fall and again about fifteen days later. 
Poisonous sprays should never be ap- 
plied to fruit trees while they are in 
blossom. It is not necessary in order 
to destroy the insects and will kil? 
many of the honeybees, upon which 
the blossoms are so dependent for pol- 
nation, 

The insects that have been men- 
tioned so far live by eating the leaves 
and fruit and in doing so take up 
enough of the poison to put an end to 
their destructive work, There is an- 
other class of insects, however, for 
which such remedies are not effective, 
These are the sucking insects, of 
which plant lice are the most common 
examples, Insects of this kind feed 
by drilling through the outer layer of 
the leaf or bark and sucking the plant 
juices, ‘They thus escape damage 
from any poison which may be on the 
surface. 

‘ro get rid of sucking inseets some 
substance which will kill by coming in 
contact with them must be used. 
There is nothing better for this pur- 
pose than kerosene emulsion, This is 
made by dissolving half a pound of 
soap in a gallon of boiling rainwater. 
This mixture is then taken from the 
stove and two gallons of kerosene add- 
ed, The compound should be churned 
violently for a few moments by pump- 
ing it up with the spray pump and 
back into the pail, This causes the 
oil to mix thoroughly with the water. 
Before using, this original mixture is 
diluted with six to ten parts of wa- 
ter, f 

A common insect affecting garden 
crops and one that is hard to handle 
is the striped cucumber beetle, This 
is serious enemy of cucumbers, 
squashes, melons and other plants of 
like nature. Spraying does little good 
and Is liable to injure the tender plants 
as well, Where but a few hills are 
raised, covering them for the first 


| two weeks with a small box with mos- 


quito bar stretched across the top fs a 
good preventive measure, Another ef- 
fective plan Is to go over the patch 
in the morning while the dew {fs om 
and the beetles enannot fly, knock them 
to the ground by giving the plant a 
slight blow and put a drop of kerosene 
on each one, 

Where any of these crops are raised 
on a large seale (he most effective 
remedy is the use of “trap plants.” 
Plant the field to squashes a week or 
ten days before time to plant the main 
crop, The beetles are especially fond 
of squash plants and will gather on 
them in large numbers as soon as they 
come up. Just about the time the oth- 
er plants begin to peep through the 
ground the squashes ean be sprayed 


with very strong kerosene emulsion, 
This will destroy both the squash 
plants and the beetles. There will

As re- 
gaids the first of these criticisms, 
| considering the conditions under 
|which medical women are appoint- 
fed, it would) be remarkable if the 
| highest medical talent were attract- 
led. The women doctors are badly 
| paid, they have no chance of promo- 
tion, and no pension to look forward 
| to, while even definite rules for leave 
|are not in existence. 

As regards the other points, a suf- 
ficient explanation is to be found in 
‘the fact that the fund is organized 
and controlled entirely by men, and 
the women doctors have practically 
nv voice in the hundred and one 
questions upon which they alone are 
able to speak with any authority. 
Naturally, a civil surgeon or political 
agent cannot be in a position to re- 
port on the inner working and effici- 
eney of a purdah or zenana hospital 
to which his sex prevents him hav- 
ing access, and yet that is the sys- 
tem now in force. What, in fact, is 
wanted is the appointment of fully 
qualified medical women to superin- 
tend and organize the whole work.

| assured, 


Owing to the heavy and fatiguing 
duties that Her Majesty is called up- 
on to undertake while in London dur- 


| ing the season, and the fact that it 


is usually past midnight before she 
is able to retire, she rises consider- 
ably later thun when she is at Sand- 


ringham or in Denmark at the beau- | 


tiful villa she shares with her sister, 
the Empress Marie of Russia, on the 
banks of the Sound, with the gloomy 
old castle of Elsinore just to be seen 
across the waters. It is not much 
before nine that the Queen takes her 
cup of tea or chocolate—usually the 
latter — and leaves her rooms for a 
stroll in the grounds until the light 
breakfast of which she paftakes is 
ready, 

The forenoon is almost entirely de- 


| voted by the Queen to her correspon: 


dence and other routine duties. Her 
Majesty’s post-bag almost rivals that 
of the King in its bulk, and it takes 
her some hours to go through it and 
deal with the contents. 

Lunch, afternoon calls or a host of 
other duties and then five o’clock tea, 
These teas are, however, quite uncere- 
monious, but, of course, there are cer- 
tain little rules that have to be ob- 
served. For instance, no one may 
speak to the Queen without first be- 
ing addressed, 

The King and the Prince of Wales 
are both particularly fond of dropping 
in for a cup of tea and a chat with 
those present; but they are quite on 
the same footing as any other guest. 

Tea is served at Buckingham Pal- 
ace in which is known as the Tap- 
estry Room, which immediately ad- 
joins the Queen’s private boudoir. 
The guests assemble as near five 
o’clock as possible, and await the en- 
try of the Bteant when they rise. The 
Queen has a pleasant smile and a 
word for all present, and conversation 
speedily becomes general, Her ees 
ty singling those out whom she wishes 
to address more directly. She takes 
her seat at the table and pours out 
the tea in persbn, Twenty minutes is 
the allotted time for the guests to re- 
main, unless they are directly invited 
to remain longer by Her Majesty. 
Anything savoring of “scandal” or 
unjust criticism of those not present 
is strictly taboo at these teas, and one 
very wel! known society lady now 
fails to find herself invited to the 
palace on an afternoon through in an 
unguarded moment, speaking  some- 
what slightingly of the German 
Emperor. 


Poulticed With Mud. 

A noted explorer, recently returned 
from Central Africa, tells of a unique 
method employed by his companions 
and himself to alleviate the dreadful 
agony of prolonged thirst. ; 

In part of the “Dark” continent 
there are great stretches of country 
where no water fit to drink is to be 
found, although there are here and 
there pools of thick, stagnant mud. 

In such country the party wandered 
for five days without water, and might 
have perished but for an idea that oe-

Following his advice and example, 
they collected the stagnant mud, 
wherever it was to be found, and 
made it into long poultices, whien 
they fastened round their bodies next 
the skin.
